subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. . 

Claim 2, 5-23 and 36-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being antiicpated by 

Pardy et al, cited on enclosed PTO-892 Form. . 

Claims are drawn to an extract of chlorella having polysaccharides 

Pardy et al teach an extract of Chlorella, note col. 5, lines 30-32. Also note abstract and 

Table in Figure 1 . 

The claims are identical to the cited disclosure and is therefore, considered to be 
anticipated by the teachings therein. 

Claims fail to be patentably distinguishable over the state of the art discussed above and 
cited on the enclosed PTO-892 and/or PTO-1449. Therefore, the claim is properly rejected.
